The Denture Space and Its Registration in Full 
Denture Construction* 
Robert R. Gillis, Hammond, Indiana 


The denture space is that portion of 
the head above the pendant mandible 
which is occupied by the teeth and their 
immediate supporting tissues and within 
which the tongue functions; it is bounded 
laterally by the inner surface of the 
cheeks, anteriorly by the lips, above by 
the tissues of the palate, below by the 
floor of the mouth, and posteriorly by 
the approximate line of attachment of 
the tissues of the soft palate and anterior 
fauces. 

The denture space is to be considered 
as comprising three dimensions, all of 
which increase with the normal growth 
of a person from infancy through adoles- 
cence to the stage of young adulthood. 
Such growth is the result of normal 
function. We accept that these anatom- 
ical structures are in prime function at 
the adult stage of development. After 
reaching the adult stage, the denture 
space per se makes no further change— 
except as it may become distorted by 
trauma. The denture space is not de- 
stroyed by the wear, loss, or shifting 
alignment of the teeth; a loss of a con- 
siderable portion of the teeth unilaterally 
or posteriorly in one arch can result in a 
temporary distortion of the denture space 
but the total loss of all teeth does not 
result in any distortion or alteration of 
denture space dimensions.

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The denture technic, described in part 
in this paper, is founded on the premise 
that the edentulous patient has lost noth- 
ing but the bulk or mass of tooth sub- 
stance and some of the tooth-supporting 
tissues ; that the edentulous patient brings 
to the dentist the identical denture space 
which he possessed in early adulthood; 
and that the dentist should supply den- 
tures that restore that bulk or mass the 
loss of which makes the patient eden- 
tulous. Unfortunately, many dentures 
fail in this respect leaving the patient 
with a distorted denture space and crip- 
pled in several functions. 

The denture space comprises two seg- 
ments, maxillary and mandibular, each 
containing its respective dental arch. 
The two segments constitute a continuous 
whole when in centric occlusion. The 
dental arches together with their support- 
ing and surrounding structures comprise 
the organ of mastication and participate 
in the further functions of speech and 
deglutition, plus others of no interest in 
this paper. The maxillary and man- 
dibular segments are in actual occlusion 
only intermittently—only momentarily 
during the act of deglutition, once during 
each cycle of the masticatory function, 
and not at all during speech; the maxil- 
lary and mandibular segments are not in 
occlusion most of the time because the 
muscles are at rest, in a state of equilib- 
rium. 


The space between the segments dur- 
ing rest has been named the free-way- 
space. This free-way-space does not vary 
greatly between different persons and will 
average 3 mm as measured at the central 
incisors. 

When the two segments are in centric 
occlusion, their total overall height de- 
termines or constitutes what is called the 
vertical dimension. Vertical dimension 
does vary between different persons. 
However, vertical dimension for any 
given person does not change after he has 
reached adulthood, unless he has suffered 
some traumatizing disturbance. While the 
term “vertical dimension” is commonly 
used to designate height in the saggital 
plane at the incisors (or externally on the 
face), we must keep in mind that a ver- 
tical dimension may be surveyed through 
any given tooth; thus the loss of man- 
dibular molars would result in a shorten- 
ing of vertical dimension posteriorly, a 
collapsing distortion. 

An examination of the free-way-space 
readily discloses whether the vertical di- 
mension has become unduly shortened 
with its accompanying distortion of the 
denture space. This diagnostic feature is 
of particular value to the denture pros- 
thetist because it provides a dependable 
guide in his work of restoration. Exami- 


nation of the free-way-space is made 
thus: 


a) Have the patient seated erect, do 
not use the headrest. 


b) Have the patient repeat M, M, M, 
a number of times deliberately while you 
observe the position assumed by his man- 
dible after sounding the letter. The posi- 
tion assumed by the mandible after say- 
ing M is rest position; the lips are gently 
in contact or slightly parted; levator and 
depressor muscles are in equilibrium at 
rest position. Rest position is a neutral 
position—the position from which all 
mandibular movements start. 

Some previous writers have accepted 
that centric occlusion is the starting 
point of mandibular movements and 
erroneously called it rest position. We 
beg to disagree and consider that centric 
occlusion is the innermost end of the 


masticatory stroke or movement. Centric 
occlusion cannot be rest position because 
effort is required to maintain it, as each 
of you may prove quickly for yourself by 
holding your teeth in centric occlusion 
for two minutes; centric occlusion is not 
a neutral position, not a rest position. — 

c) While the patient maintains his 
mandible at rest position, very gently 
part his lips to examine the space between 
the maxillary and mandibular incisors, 
the free-way-space. 

d) Repeat this test several times to 
arrive at an acceptable determination. 

If the free-way-space thus exhibited 
approximates 3 mm, you may safely con- 
clude that this patient’s vertical dimen- 
sion does not require correction. A person 
of above average stature or “long faced” 
may exhibit a 4 mm free-way-space and 
still be accepted as normal for this indi- 
vidual. 


But, if a free-way-space of 5 mm or 
more is found, you may be sure that some 
correction is needed. Subtracting the 
average, 3 mm, from the 5 mm (or more) 
exhibited shows that the vertical dimen- 
sion should be increased 2 mm (or more) 
beyond that now worn by the patient. 
Among patients who have worn dentures 
for several years, we frequently find it 
necessary to restore from 3 mm to 10 mm 
in vertical dimension and, among such 
patients, it is not unusual to find some 
symptoms of the Coston syndrome, espe- 
cially a diminished acuteness of hearing. 

The functions of mastication, speech, 
deglutition, whistling, sucking, smiling, 
etc., are all performed by correlated 
action of muscles that are attached to 
the mandible and maxilla. These muscles 
frame the denture space. While these 
muscles are not involuntary, our use of 
them becomes so habitual as to make 
them practically involuntary. Their ac- 
tion in either of their several functions 
is parallel with their action in either other 
function. Hence we are enabled to use 
some of these functions to provide a pat- 
tern that faithfully simulates the move- 
ments of mastication. It will be noted 
that we need have no interest in any 
opening movement or position of the 
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mandible which carries or extends below 
rest position; our entire field of interest 
lies inside of or above rest position. 

Every edentulous patient brings to the 
dentist four essential items: 

1) ridge form—registered by impres- 

sions 

2) ridge relation—registered by ‘bites’ 

3) condylar guidance — registered by 

eccentric bites 

4) realeff—tissue resilience, salivary 

qualities, resultants of surgical or 
other trauma, etc. 

The dentist builds four other related 
items: 

5) cusp form 

6) tooth form 

7) incisal guidance 

8) compensating curves 

These latter four items are all arbi- 
trarily determined by the dentist but 
must be properly correlated with the pa- 
tient’s four items to obtain a satisfactory 
end result. 

Probably 95 per cent of all dentists pay 
scant attention beyond items 1) and 2) 
above, the impression and bite, hence we 
merely mention these other essentials to 
call attention to their importance in 
a complete technic of denture construc- 
tion and to remind you that their neglect 
or nonobservance, collectively and sever- 
ally, accounts for many failures in den- 
ture service. 


IMPRESSIONS 


The impressions register the area and 
contour of the roof and floor of the 
denture space, the denture-bearing areas. 

Each school of denture technic has its 
favorite material and method for making 
impressions; they are numerous yet simi- 
lar and all aim toward the same objec- 
tive ; however, the ever-recurrent changes 
that are presented would indicate that 
the ultimate has not been found. Each 
few years produces advocacy of a new 
technic whose apostles labor with a dili- 
gence and sincerity equaling the fervor 
of a new religion—but many methods 
thus offered soon pass out of favor and 
are forgotten. Each may have possessed 
some merit but its advocates pinned too 
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great importance on this single initial 
item in denture construction and neg- 
lected to observe or correlate it prop- 
erly with the subsequent essential items. 

We recognize the impression as being 
merely one important item. We give i‘ 
a divided position in the sequence of 
steps in denture construction. We believe 
that impression making must be divided 
into two phases, preliminary or open- 
mouth and final or closed-mouth. 

The preliminary impression must pro- 
vide us with a cast that gives acceptable 
contours of the denture bearing area. 
Over such a cast, we can shape a base- 
plate that will provide acceptable adapta- 
tion without impingement at any point 
and without encroachment upon any 
movable peripheral tissue; all of the mus- 
cular attachments in the labial, buccal, 
and lingual areas must be left free to 
exercise every functional movement. 

Contrary to most teachings, our casts 
and baseplates probably will be smaller 
or less extensive in total coverage of 
tissue than those ordinarily used; there 
must be a clearance of at least 1 mm 
along every peripheral border with but 
one exception and that exception lies in 
the posterior border of the maxillary and 
in the postmolar pads of the mandibular 
baseplates; these areas must be reached 
and covered but not impinged upon. 
Further details of impression making will 
be considered at the proper time, which 
is after the final approval of the setup 
or tooth arrangement. 


REGISTERING THE DENTURE SPACE 


This step in denture construction is 
commonly called “taking the bite.” You 
will appreciate later that this is not 
exactly the idea contemplated in our 
method. “Taking the bite” is very defi- 
nitely what we do not want to do. In 
this very step, nearly 80 per cent of all 
errors are introduced by the dentist and 
his eagerly cooperative patient. The rea- 
son for such errors is very simple: it lies 
in the difference between a studied, con- 
scious, voluntary effort by the patient to 
“shut,” “close,” “bite” and the same 
function performed naturally without 
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conscious, voluntary effort. Hence we 
must insist upon the elimination from our 
instructions to the patient of every use or 
mention of the words, “close, shut, bite.” 


For our purposes, we choose to employ 
mandibular movements that are parallel 
with the movements of mastication. We 
use the four Ss—speech, smiling, swallow- 
ing, and sucking and find them a most 
faithful set of guides. All of these move- 
ments, plus the movements of mastica- 
tion, are performed so automatically as 
to be practically invcluntary. While the 
commonly used old method (close, shut, 
bite) produces an 80 per cent chance of 
error, the use of these parallel mandibu- 
lar movements produces a go per cent 
chance of being correct, plus facility in 
detection of any error immediately and 
its correction before proceeding further 
with construction. 

We recommend that you try this im- 
proved method of “taking the bite” 
which we call parallel mandibular move- 
ments and whose route markings will be 
indicated by the four Ss—speech, smile, 
swallow, suck. 

Let us have a sample demonstration 
by personally following this simple route : 

say O—M; U—E and notice the pro- 

trusive-retrusive movement in the 
lips and even extending into the 
mandible ; : 

now say M—E and notice the closing- 

opening movement; 

say M, M, M and note the easy position 

(rest position) assumed by the man- 
dible after each M; 

say M—E and smile, noticing that your 

teeth do not occlude; 

now say M and swallow; now your 

teeth occluded. 

In speech, there is never occlusion of 
the teeth. 

In swallowing, there is always occlu- 
sion of the teeth. 

During speech, and smiling, the man- 
dible moves about from rest position but 
never so that the teeth completely cross 
the free-way-space. During swallowing 
and sucking, the upward movement pro- 
duces a tooth-travel across the entire 
free-way-space and the teeth occlude. 


Thus, the proper level at which to 
build occlusion is the dimension of the 
free-way-space above rest position. This 
can be expressed in algebraic formulae: 

Rest position minus free-way-space 
equals occlusion or rest position equals 
occlusion plus free-way-space or rest posi- 
tion minus occlusion equals free-way- 
space. 

We would emphasize that rest position 
is a constant entity with each patient and 
it is our reference plane (or level) in 
denture construction. 


STEPS FOR REGISTERING THE 
DENTURE SPACE 


1) Have well fitted, periphery-free, 
nonimpinging baseplates. 

2) Build a bite-block of modeling 
compound (sometimes called occlusion- 
rim) on the maxillary baseplate to meet 
required labial contour and_ occlusal 
level. A safe guide to labial contour and 
level is again found in the function of 
speech, in the effective contact between 
the lower lip and incisal edge of the bite- 
block when making the valve sounds F 
and V. Try your own speech before a 
mirror, saying f, if, fire, v, very, oven; 
notice how your lower lip contacts the 
incisal edge of the maxillary incisors. A 
guide to the posterior level of the maxil- 
lary bite-block is the position of Stenson’s 
duct in the cheek; it lies against the 
mesiobuccal cusp of the second molar. 
We recommend that you examine some 
young adult patients to further determine 
these two guide features. 

3) With the maxillary bite-block in 
the mouth, 

a) insert the mandibular baseplate 
and determine that its distal por- 
tions do not interfere with the max- 
illary bite-block when the patient 
swallows ; 

b) have the patient assume rest posi- 
tion after swallowing or saying M, 
M;; part the lips gently and note 
the space to be filled by the mate- 
rial of the mandibular bite-block; 

c) remove the baseplate, dry it, and 
add material for the bite-block. We 
prefer to use modeling compound. 
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d) return into the mouth and instruct 
the patient to say M, M, M and 
continue to say M—nothing more; 

e) remove, chill, and cut away excess 
material; 


f) reheat the occlusal mass to a depth 
of 3 mm in water and return to the 
mouth. Now have the patient re- 
peat M, M and swallow; now smile 
and swallow again with the lips 
gently closed. 

g) remove and retrim for any excess 
material. 


Now, by means of parallel mandibular 
movements, you have registered this pa- 
tient’s denture space and, in addition, the 
mandibular segment is in functional oc- 
clusion with the maxillary segment. 

The question has been raised that 
repeated swallowing and sucking might 
result in an overclosure or undue short- 
ening of the vertical dimension. Even if 
this should occur, your reexamination 
would disclose the error at once by ex- 
hibiting too much free-way-space and it 
could be easily corrected before going 
any further with the case. But be as- 
sured that your patient is not apt to 
swallow beyond the proper level at which 
to establish occlusion. Any patient whose 
vertical dimension has been markedly 
shortened swallows only with added 
effort. 

The maximum masticatory force is 
exerted just after the mandible has passed 
above rest position and as it approaches 
the level of occlusion, during that final 
2mm of movement. Then something like 
a trigger-zone seems to be reached which 
releases the contraction of the levator 
muscles and starts the depressors into 
action—and another cycle of masticatory 
movement begins. Each patient can 
exert his maximum force only at his 
proper level for occlusion; either above 
or below that optimum level, a marked 
decrease of power is manifested. If we 
should err in the other direction and 
construct at a vertical dimension that is 
too great for the patient (opening the 
bite too far), the free-way-space will be 
inadequate for comfort because the teeth 
will be in positive occlusion too much of 
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the time; the patient is “chewing teeth.” 
But, if this patient will tolerate this dis- 
comfort for a few months, Nature will 
come to the rescue and adjust to the 
proper level and free-way-space by pro- 
ducing a pressure atrophy in the alveolar 
ridges, thus compensating for the error 
in vertical dimension; Nature herself will 
reestablish the proper vertical dimension 
in that patient. 


CHECKING DENTURE SPACE 


Now reexamination of the bite-blocks 
in the mouth should show 

1) a 3 mm free-way-space with the 

mandible at rest position; 

2) no occlusion when saying M; 

3) proper lip-incisal contact when say- 

ing F or V; 

4) near occlusion anteriorly when say- 

ing C, sea, see; 

5) bilateral uniformity of contact at 

occlusion ; 

6) constancy of antero-posterior rela- 

tion at occlusion. 

If either of these six items fails to 
satisfy in this examination, you need only 
to modify the mandibular bite-block fur- 
ther by repeating step f), either adding 
to or reducing the mandibular bite-block 
to obtain the desired relations. 

Bite-blocks thus established register the 
denture space in functional occlusion. 
Functional occlusion probably will not 
coincide with centric occlusion as regis- 
tered by any method employing the 
tracing-pin technic or gothic arch trac- 
ing, whether intraoral or extraoral. 
Mandibular movements have dictated a 
relationship of mandible to maxilla such 
as is obtained by those who employ the 
“tracing pin technic” only after they have 
made their post-processing or post-deliv- 
ery adjustments in occlusion; and such 
resultant occlusion will be at variance 
with the tracing-pin dictate in over 70 
per cent of such cases. In spite of the 
dictum of the National Society of Den- 
ture Prosthetists that “gothic arch trac- 
ings are the only scientific method of 
determining centric occlusion,” our liter- 
ature reveals that many members of that 
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organization recognize the probability of 
error in the method. 

This method of parallel functional 
movements has determined the func- 
tional relation between the ceiling and 
the floor of the denture space. The den- 
tures themselves are the prosthetic sub- 
stitutes for what once occupied that den- 
ture space. The dimensions and contours 
of these substitutes must conform to what 
formerly occupied that denture space and 
functioned therein. 


FINAL IMPRESSIONS 


With the setup completed and ap- 
proved by the patient and some other 
member of the patient’s family as well, 
we only now are prepared to make the 
final impression from which the dentures 
will be processed. The teeth, tonguc, 
cheeks, lips are all in functional relation 
—and only in such circumstances can we 
make functional registration of the den- 
ture bearing areas. 

Clean and dry the upper surface of the 
maxillary base; apply lightly some olive 
oil to all tooth surfaces to prevent the 
close adherence of the surplus wash im- 
pression material; apply the wash mate- 
rial to the base; gently guide it to near 
placement in the mouth and have the 
patient say M, smile and swallow; then 
swallow again and suck. Now employ 
any lip or cheek gymnastics that you 
please while the teeth are gently in occlu- 
sion. These functional movements will 
develop a registration of every contour 
that is essential except one. 

Probably all of us have been embar- 
rassed by the hindrance to speech that is 
experienced by patients with new den- 
tures due to the altered linguopalatal 
surface contour. To reduce or eliminate 
this difficulty, we have found it expedient 
to allow the tongue function to dictate 
the contour of the anteropalatine surface. 
With the upper impression otherwise 
finished, remove the upper and clear 


away any excess wash material. Dry the 
anteropalatal area and apply a small 
thimbleful of wash material from cuspid 
to cuspid; replace in the mouth and have 
the patient make the |, th, and hard g 
sounds by saying the words lilly, then, 
George, gin, etc., repeating and again 
swallowing and sucking. I believe you 
will be pleased with the additional im- 
provement afforded by this simple addi- 
tional functional registration. 

The upper impression is now complete 
and you can proceed with the lower in 
like manner or defer the lower until the 
upper is processed; your judgment and 
previous practice will dictate this se- 
quence. 

You may be surprised to find quite 
convex contours buccally and lingually in 
the molar-bicuspid areas of the mandibu- 
lar denture, and your patients will be 
pleased with their ability to control food 
masses in those areas, especially if they 
have previously worn dentures that had 
concave contours. 


SUMMARY: 


The denture space was developed by 
function. 

It reached final form in young adult- 
hood and is not changed (except by 
trauma) thereafter even though the pa- 
tient may have become edentulous. 

Rest position of the mandible is like- 
wise constant and may be used as a stage 
(or level) from which to determine the 
level for functional occlusion, 3 mm in- 
side or above rest position. 

Functional movements, such as speech, 
smiling, swallowing and sucking, that are 
parallel to movements of mastication are 
a dependable guide for determining the 
vertical dimension of the denture space. 

Observance of these parallel functional 
movements constitute a safer and surer 
method than mandibular movements 
which incorporate voluntary effort by the 
patient. 
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A FAREWELL NOTE 


There come times for all of us when difficult decisions must be made. I have 
reached such a time with regard to my editorship of THE ForTNIGHTLY REVIEW. 
The conclusion gives both regret and satisfaction: regret that I must separate 
from an assignment which has been stimulating and enjoyable, satisfaction de- 
rived from the feeling that the decision is the correct one.

They include the previous editor, Harold 
Hillenbrand, who established the REviEw in its present pattern, the officers of 
five different administrations, the office personnel—particularly Mrs. Haupers 
whose talented assistance has been invaluable, the reporters, the branch cor- 
respondents, and the many in and out of the profession who have given help. 


There have been disappointments; not all the moves I have advocated edi- 
torially have progressed in the direction or with the speed desired.

REPATRIATED AMERICANS 
HAVE LITTLE CARIES 


A health survey has been made of 
4,618 repatriated American prisoners of 
war from the Far East and is reported 
in the April 13 issue of THE JouRNAL OF 
THE AMERICAN MEDICAL ASSOCIATION. 
An analysis was made of the results of 
prolonged malnutrition and mistreatment 
of these individuals. Striking deviations 
from normal include loss of weight, neu- 
rologic changes, a high incidence of pul- 
monary tuberculosis, muscular wasting, 
dermatologic manifestations and_psy- 
chologic changes. 

While a detailed study of the dental 
examination forms has not been com- 
pleted, the study, as far as it has pro- 
gressed, revealed no unusual pathologic 
conditions of the teeth. The number of 
carious teeth was less than that of the 
same age group living under normal con- 
ditions. X-ray pictures of the maxillas 
did not disclose any excessive bone de- 
struction, and the bony pattern was con- 
sidered normal. 


HOTEL AIDS SPACE 
SHORTAGE 


The Hotel Ansonia in New York City 
is making office space available for eighty 
to one hundred New York City medical 


and dental veterans. Edwin S. Lowe, 
president of the hotel, has requested that 
clubs, associations and organizations oc- 
cupying the second floor of the hotel for 
clubrooms and periodic meetings give up 
the space for more urgent needs. Floor 
plans are being drafted for the entire 
second floor of the hotel to convert it 
into professional office suites for rental 
only to veterans in the medical and den- 
tal fields. Mr. Lowe states that this 
move is being made because the problem 
of finding suitable space to resume prac- 
tice has been a thorn in the side of the 
great majority of physicians and dentists 


returning from military service. He be- 
lieves that thousands of hotels throughout 
the country could follow the example 
set by the Ansonia to make space avail- 
able to the veteran to give him that fair 
and well deserved chance. 


POLIOMYELITIS AND SEWAGE 
POLLUTION 


The Izaak Walton League of America 
has issued a pamphlet written by Dr. 
Edward A. Piszczek, director of the Cook 
County Department of Public Health, on 
the apparent relation between pollution 
of the Desplaines River in northern Illi- 
nois and the development of poliomye- 
litis. While there is some difference of 
opinion in regard to sewage pollution of 
streams and the spread of infantile pa- 
ralysis, the desirability of eliminating 
stream pollution is unquestionable. The 
Izaak Walton League joins with the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
in aiming to bring about a speedy abate- 
ment of sewage pollution of streams. 
The League specifically endorses the 
Clean Streams Bill introduced into the 
House of Representatives and the Senate.

Specialists will study 
the testimony and when warranted will 
refer the witness’ name to the state de- 
partment of registration and education 
for disciplinary action.

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What Now?

Dr. Molar with a smile on his face and “Oh, what a beauti- 
ful morning” on his lips, breezes into the office and sings out: 
“Good morning, Miss Scaler,” to which there is no answer.
